Reasons for Allowance

Replace "for the other primer of each pair" in line 13 of claim 17 (extending step) with 
—using a primer that is complementary to said each extension product — . 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 11, 17, and 56 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendments filed on 
September 30, 2004 and the examiner's amendments. The closest prior art in the record are 
Sandvang et al, (FEMS Microbiology Letters, 157, 177-181, December 1997), Fluit et al } 
(WO91/08305, published on June 13, 1991), and Arlet et al, (FEMS Microbiology Letter, 82, 
19-26, 1991). The references from Sandvang et al, and Arlet et al, do not teach SEQ ID Nos: 
32 and 33 recited in claims 11, 17, and 56. These prior art either alone or in combination with 
the other art in the record does not teach or reasonably suggest a primer, a method for identifying 
a PSE1, PSE4, or CARB3 family beta-lactamase within a Gram negative organism in a clinical 
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sample, and a diagnostic kit which comprise all of the limitations recited in claims 11, 17, and 
56.
